Soviets Said to Put Their 
National Interests 
Above World Security 
—Talks to Be Contin- 
ued Next Month.

(AP)—The United States and four) 


other powers declared today secret 
atomic talks have failed because 
the Russians put national interests 
above world security. 

This report came from the 
United States, ‘France, China and 
Canada, It was released along 
with a formal report of closed- 
door conferences they held with 
the Soviet Union in seeking to 
end the east-west deadlock. 

The report said that “the Gov- 
ernment of the U.S.S.R. puts its 
sovereignty first and is unwilling 
to accept measures which may im- 
pinge ot interfere with its rigid 
‘exercise of unimpeded state sov- 


It added: 

“If this fundamental difference 
could be overcome, other differ- 
ences which have hitherto ap- 
peared unsurmountable could be 
seen in true perspective and rea- 
sonable ground might be found 
for their adjustment.” 


No Statement From Russians. 


A Soviet delegation spokesman 
said the Russians would have no 
statement to make on the results 
of the secret conversations. 

The Russians refused in the 
closed meetings to talk about dis- 
closures of atomic explosions in 
the Soviet Union. The United 
States time and again reaffirmed 
its position favoring the majority 
plan for atomic control as ap- 
proved by the U.N. Assembly last 
Nov. 4 in Paris. 

The Soviet Union hinted—after 
the atomic explosion was an- 
nounced last month—that the 
United States ought to have some 
new proposals, but this produced 
no change.

Marshal Said to Be ‘Seen 
Often With Woman 


Who Is Called ‘Ameri- 
can Spy.’ 


MOSCOW, Oct. 26 (AP)—The 
Soviet Literary. Gazette declared 
today that Yugoslav Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz is often seen in 
Belgrade “in the company of an 
American spy, singer Zinka 
Kuntz.” : 

-The article, carrying a Belgrade 
dateline, said the singer was mar- 
ried to a Yugoslav general and 
had become “a dictator of fashions 
for wives of ministers and gen- 
érals” in Belgrade. 

“This woman married Yugoslav 
Trotskyite Gen. Ilich in New York 
and thus got into Yugoslavia,” the 
article declared. ‘Expensive dia- 
monds are given her by Tito.” 

(This dispatch, filed through 
Russian censorship, did not fur- 
ther identify the woman.) 

The writer, whose name was 
given as V. Stoyanovich, accused 
Tito of “depositing his stolen 
wealth” in Swiss banks because 
“sooner or later ke will have to 
flee the wrath of the people.” 


(A Moscow broadcast of the Lit- 
terary Gazette article, recorded in 
London, said the woman competes | 
with Tito in lavishness. When | 


she puts on a blue dress, it said, | 
she arrives at the theater in a 
blue Dodge. When she is dressed 
in wine red, she travels in a 
Buick of the same color.). 

Tito, the article said, seeks to 
imitate Winston Churchill Ly try- 
ing to be a hunter, writer and 
chessmaster. 


In New York, a representative 
for a singer who was born Zinka 
Kunc said it was “ridiculous” that 
the woman—who became famed 
as Metropolitan Opera soprano 
Zinka Milanov—could be an Amer- 
ican spy. 

The representative, Jack Adams, | 
said, “She’s only interested in her | 
music and her clothes.” 

Adams said Zinka Milanov, 43° 
years old and now married to a 
Gen. Ilich, cabled him recently 
that she hoped to return to this 
country and resume her singing 
career. He said she has been sing- 
ing at the Belgrade Opera. 

he was born Zinka Kunc in 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia, the Croatian 
birthplace of Tito. She came to 
this country in 1937 as the wife of 
Predrag Milanov, a Zagreb actor, 
whom she later divorced. 

In the summer of 1946, she made 
a concert tour of South America. 
In Rio de Janiero, Adams said, 
she met Ilich, then Yugoslav am- 
bassador-at-large to South Amer- 
ica. They were married in April 
1947, at the Yugoslav Embassy in 
Washington. About a week later 
they sailed for Yugoslavia.

MOSCOW, Oct. 26 (AP)—Russia 
has charged the Yugoslav Ambas- 
sador to Moscow with anti-Soviet

Yugoslav Ambassador Karlo Mra- 
zovic “had for a long time en- 
gaged in spying and subversive 
activities against the Soviet Un- 
ion.” 

Not Now in Moscow. 

Mrazovic left Moscow for Yugo- 
slavia in August and has not re- 
turned since, though technically 
he remains Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union. It had been pre- 
sumed he would return to the 
Russian capital eventually. 

The Kremlin’s note said also 
that Mrazovic “while being Yugo- 
slav Ambassador in the U.S.8.R., 
had come out in the Yugoslav 
press with slanderous fabrications 
against the Soviet Union.” 

Russia, the note concluded, con- 
siders it “impossible” for Mrazo- 
vic to continue to represent the 
Government of Premier Josip 
(Tito) Broz in the Soviet Union. 

Mrazovic came to Moscow last 
Dec. 16 after having served as 
Yugoslay Minister to Hungary, 
the scene of .the alleged Rajk 
treason plot on which the Rus- 
sians based their espionage charge 
against the Yugoslav diplomat. 
Rajk and four co-defendants were 
executed after being convicted of 


| treason. 


No Diplomatic Break. 

The Russian action does not 
mean a break in diplomatic rela- 
tions with Yugoslavia, since the 
Yugoslavs were asked in effect to 
recall only their ambassador, not 
their diplomatic mission in Mos- 
cow. 

Presumably Yugoslavia’s acting 
Charge’ d’Affairés Lazo Laimovic 
will continue to serve as head of 
the mission, a post he has filled 
since Mrazovic left Moscow. 

If normal diplomatic procedure 
is followed, Yugoslavia now can 
nominate another person as am- 
bassador to Moscow. The Rus- 
sians could either accept or reject 
this nomination. 

Russia has only minor diplo- 
matic representation in Yugo- 
slavia. Its last ambassador to 
Belgrade, Anatole I. Lavrentiev, 
returned to Moscow in August 
when he was named Deputy Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

Rajk Trial Testimony. 

During the Rajk trial a Hun- 
garian school teacher identified as 
Mrazovic’s mistress testified that 
the Yugoslav and Rajk plotted 
against the Hungarian Govern- 
ment with Tito’s Interior Minister, 
Gen. Alexander Rankovic, during 
a hunting trip near the Hun- 
garian-Yugoslav border, 

The woman, Dr. Gyorgi Terisz- 
nyas, said she overheard the three 
men conspiring in a keeper’s hut. 
She described such snatches of 
conversation as “we must act” 
and discussions about naming “a 
certain person” minister of de- 
fense in Hungary. 

Mrazovic at the time was Yugo- 
slav Minister in Budapest. Dur- 
ing the Rajk trial witnesses 
claimed Rankovic was a prime 
mover in the alleged plot by Rajk 
and others to overthrow the Hun- 
garian Communist government. 
Marshall Tito denounced the trial 
testimony as lies aimed at increas- 
ing Russian pressure against his 
government. — 

The latest development in the 
feud between the Kremlin and 
Tito brought Moscow and its 
satellites close to a full diploma- 
tic break with their former Red 
ally. However, strained formal 
diplomatic relations continued. 

Origin of Split. 

Russia and its other eastern 
satellites split with Tito in June 
1948. They expelled Yugoslavia 
from the Cominform and accused 
the Yugoslav Premier of being 
anti-Russian and nationalistic. 

The Soviet Union and its east- 
ern satellites used the Rajk trial 
testimony last month as the basis 
for scrapping their treaties of 
friendship with Yugoslavia. 

Of the satellite nations, Czecho- 
slovakia has demanded the recall 
of the Yugoslav ambassador to 
Prague. Hungary, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia have expelled 
most of the subordinate Yugo- 
slav diplomatic representatives 
from their capitals, and Tito has 
retaliated with an equal number 
of expulsions.

TRUMAN SIGNS 
75-CENT MINIMUM 
WAGE BILL: BOOST 


AFFECTS 000,000 


President Regrets Nar- 
rowing of Coverage, 
but Says the Law Is 
‘Major Victory’ for His 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed 
legislation raising the minimum 
wage from 40 to 75 cents an hoar. 
He called it “a major victory” for 
his Administration. 

The President issued a state- 
ment expressing “regret” thatthe 
legislation exempts some workers 
who previously had been covered 
by the Fair Labor Standards law. 

“But the improvements made by 
the new law will go far toward 
achieving our basic purpose of 
assuring minimum labor stand- 
ards necessary for health, effi- 
ciency and general well-being of 
workers,” he asserted. 


Emspak Trying to Patch 
Up Differences Over

CLEVELAND, Oct. 26 (AP)—,

Labor Leaders at Ceremony. 

The President called labor 
leaders and others to the White 
House for the signing ceremony. 
They included President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor, Jacob Potofsky, head of 
the CIO Clothing Workers and 
Emil Rieve, president of the CIO 
Textile Workers, represented CIO 
President Philip Murray, who is 
attending the union convention in 
Cleveland. 

Others included Secretary of 
Labor Tobin, Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah and Wage and Hour 
Administrator McComb, 

Truman said the new law’s 
tightened provisions against em- 
ployment of children should re- 
sult “in the virtual elimination of 
the evil of child labor from our 
interstate and foreign trade and 
industry.” 

He said the legislation also, will 
“encourage the development of 
plans for employment on an an- 
nual basis” because it provides 
greater flexibility in overtime pro- 
visions. 


Effect of Increase. 

The new pay “floor” for work- 
ers in interstate commerce be- 
comes effective in 90 days. Con- 
gress members have estimated the 
35-cent-an-houg increase in the 
minimum rate will increase the 
pay of about 1,500,000 workers now 
getting less than 75 cents an hour. 

They figure the boost will in- 
crease the wage bill of employers 
about $300,000,000 a year. 

William R. McComb, Wage-Hour 
Administrator, estimates that 
direct wage increases caused by 
the law for workers now getting 
less than 75 cents will average be- 
tween 5 and 15 cents an hour. His 
office expects the larger increases 
to go to Southern workers, so that 
about half the $300,000,000 total in- 
crease will be in the South and 
Southwest. 

Coverage Narrowed. 

At present about 22,600,000 work- 
ers are protected by the statute. 
The House voted to exclude about 
1,005,000 of those, and the Senate 
only about 200,000. 

The compromise worked out 
puts the total number excluded 
somewhere between the House 
and Senate figures. Sponsors of 
the bill have said it probably will 
take years, including court ac- 
tions, to find just how many work- 
ers have been removed from pro- 
tection. 

The narrowing of coverage re- 
sults mainly from a new definition 
of the word “produce” in the law. 
At present the act applies to 
workers, among others, who are

PREDICTS COFFEE 
PRICE RISE BUT NO 
SHORTAGE IN U.S. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP)—An 
official of the National Coffee As- 
sociation said today there is no 
danger of a coffee shortage in this 
country or of prices reaching lux- 
ury levels. 


W. F. Williamson, manager of 
the association, said, however, cof- 


i fee “may be a little more expensive 


than in the past.” 

His statement was made after 
receipt of “widespread reports of 
consumer hoarding which the as- 
sociation thinks is entirely sense- 
less since it merely aggravates the 
situation without promising the 
consumer any over-all saving.” 

Prices on coffee for future de- 
livery rose today the full per- 
missible limit of 1% cents a pound 
for the fifth trading day in a 
row. The permissible fluctuation 
was increased to 2 cents today. 
Meanwhile, wholesale prices for 
roasted coffee have been in- 
creased from 2 to 8 cents a pound 
in the past week, with most of the 
increases being passed on to retail 
customers. The upward spiral in 
prices followed reports of drouth 
damage to crops in Brazil and 
floods in Guatemala.

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But Secretary Says U.S. 
Will ‘Accede to Re-

‘“WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
Becretary of State Dean Acheson 
gaid today spy charges brought by 
Czechoslovakia's Communist Gov- 
ernment against United States 
Embassy employes in Prague are 
“obviously trumped up.” 

He announced, however, that the 
United States had “acceded to the 
request” to withdraw two accused 
American diplomats from their as- 
signments in Prague. He said the 
Embassy is attempting to see a 
third American represesitative, who 
lacked diptomatic status and who 
was imprisoned Friday by the 
Czech Government on spy charges. 

The two regular diplomats whose 
recall the Czechs demanded on 24- 


hour notice are John G. Heyn, as- 


sistant attache i the political de- 
partment, and Isaac Patch, the 
political attache. The man thrown 
into prison is Samuel Meryn, Em- 
bassy clerk, who has been held in- 
communicado since Friday. 

Also at the press conference, 
Acheson said that Chinese Com- 
munist authorities are using a 
“flimsy pretext” to prevent the 
departure from Nanking of Gen. 
Robert B. Soule, American mili- 
tary attache in China. He said 
Soule was refused an exit visa be- 
cause of a demand by Chinese em- 
ployes of the State Department 
that the general remain until their 
demands for “exorbitant servants’ 
pay” are settled. 

The secretary said this Govern- 
ment “will not authorize its repre- 
sentative in China to submit to 
such pressure.” Acheson also re- 
ported that three members of the 
American consulate staff in Shang- 
hai ran into similar visa difficul- 
ties, and were unable to sail on a 
British ship Oct. 19. 

On the Czech affair, Acheson 
disclosed that the State Depart- 
ment in preparing a protest. 

“The charges are alleged to be 
based on ‘irrefutable proof’ and 
‘confessions’ of Czechoslovak citi- 
zens,’ Acheson's statement said.” 
This Government has sufficient 
knowledge of the police methods 
and practices employed by the 
present regime in Czechoslovakia 
to know how much credence 
should be placed in ‘confessions’ 
and ‘irrefutable proaf’ produced 
in politically-inspired propaganda 
cases of this kind. 

“In the past, @zechoslovak cifi- 
zens are known to have been ar- 
rested and questioned by the 
secret police simply because they 
visited the library of the United 
States Information Services or be- 
cause they visited the Embassy on 
routine matters. This Government 
can not admit the principle that 
mere contact by its officials 
abroad with the citizens of a 
friendly country constitutes es- 
pionage.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 — The 


in American business will be ex- 
amined by a House Juaiciary Sub- 
committee on monopoly power in 
a series of hearings now under 
way and scheduled to last six 
weeks or more. 

The committee, headed by Rep- 
resentative Emanuel! Cellier (Dem.), 
New York, accumulated some 
background material during hear- 
ings in July and August, and at 
the current series, which started 
yesterday, will take testimony on 
specific aspects of the anti-trust 
laws. 

Celler said legislation based on 
information gathered at the hear- 


jings will be introduced early next 


year and that the present inquiry 
would be continued in 1950. 


Specific topics in the next few 
weeks will include the operation 
of the Webb-Pomerene Act, which 
permits formation of export asso- 
ciations that are exempt from cer- 
tain price-fixing restrictions; the 
Reed-Bulwinkle Act, which per- 
mits railroads to make rate agree- 
ments with Interstate Commerce 
Commission approval; the effects 
of taxation on concentration of 
business power; cartels in Ger- 
many; the loan practices of big 
insurance companies, and “big- 
ness.”

Federal Procurement Studied. | 


The witnesses described Govern-| 
ment procurement practices with | 
particular reference to whether | 
the military services are trying to | 
give small business a just share in | 
armed forces contracts. Congress | 
has declared it to be federal] pol-' 
icy to encourage participation of 
small business in supplying fed- 
eral agencies. 


The witnesses said that after the | 
General Services Administration 
came into being last July 1 a form 
was prepared which civilian and 
military procurement officers will | 
use in the future in all competitive | 
bidding. This form requires the | 
bidder to state whether he employs 
more than 500 or fewer than 500 
persons, the figure being Used as 
a standard to divide small business 
from' big business. The bidder is 
also required to state whether his 
concern is an affiliate of another, 
or is independent. 


It was estimated that in the last 
fiscal year small business fur- 
nished 27 per cent of the dollar 
value of purchases of the military | 
services, The figure showed the | 
Army spent 42 per cent of its! 
funds with small business and the | 
Air Force 11 per cent. Eleven per 
cent was considered a high figure 
for the Air Force, as its contracts 
are largely for products that can- 
not be furnished by small business.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP)— 
Even if he never beats Jack 
Kramer in their professional] ten- 
nis tour, Richard (Pancho) Gon- 
zales is going to have a lot of fun 
and make a lot of money. 
They launched the tour in 
Madison Square Garden last night 
and Kramer showed that he atill 
is the best tennis player in the 
world by drubbing the 21-year-old 
Mexican-American youth, 6-4, 3-6, 
6-3, 6-2. 

But the crowd of 13,357 fans 
who came out on a rainy night 
and contributed to a gross gate 
of $41,126 at $8 tops rode with 
Gonzales all the way. 

Cries of “come on Pancho” 
echoed from the galleries fre- 
quently. The cheers were virtually 
all for the husky youngster who 
came off the public courts of Los 
Angeles and skyrocketed to fame 
by winning the national amateur 
title the past two years. 
Kramer’s Experience Counts. 
But Pancho needed more than 
cheers against the veteran Kra- 
mer, who gave up beating all the 
amateurs of the world in 1947 and 


of all the other pros. 

He needs experience against a 
player of Kramer’s caliber, some- 
thing he’ll be getting regularly on 
the tour that will touch at least 
90 cities in the next 12 months. 
“I figure that after eight or 10 
matches, I'll be on to Jack’s game 
and then I'll be able to beat him 
regularly,” Gonzales said after 
their initia] meeting.

In the second set, Pancho jumped 
ahead, 4-1, by winning three 
straight games with the loss of 
only one point and held on to 
square the match.

The firing of 
coaches, if. it 
hadn’t been going on for years, 
might be described as a fad be- 
cause the tendency to follow 
the leader is as strong as a fash- 
ion style. Unfortunately, the 
practice is on the increase and, 
as a result, more mentors are 
staying fewer years at schools. 

Equally unfortunate, without 
improved material, one coach 
seldom does better or lasts 
longer than his predecessor. So 
a little backseat patience would 
seem to go a long way. 

If a coach is sound fundamen- 
tally, a good teacher and re- 
cruiting sergeant and possessor 
of a personality that enables 
him to get along generally with 
faculty, players, the public at 
large and the bulk.of students 
and alumni, he deserves to be 
retained, Regardless whether 
it has a winning team, that 
school has a good coach. 

Like the man who slices ba- 
loney or kneads dough, most 
mentors of the bad bounce 
sport are competent and de- 
serve to keep their jobs, but the 
majority of them don’t. In 
the Big Seven Conference alone, 
for instance, six schools have 
averaged five changes apiece in 
head coaches over the last 15 
years, Small wonder, under the 
pressure, that coaches lost their 
heads and sound off at innocent 
officials just before they lose 
their scalps. 


Secure Now, Faurot 


Almost Fired Once. 

EXT to Don Faurot, who 

has been at Missouri since 

1935 except for three service 
years, the drop in seniority 
among Big Seven coaches is 
abrupt. Second in longevity is 
just three years. Except Mis- 
souri, in other words, every con- 
ference school has switched at 
least once since 1946. 

Faurot has attained a national 
reputation through successful 
teams and his own split-T, a for- 
mation gaining increasing popu- 
larity. Missouri has gained grid- 
iron prominence under the slen- 
der 47-year-old dean of Midlands’ 
tacticians. So everybody seems 
happy. 

Once upon a time, though, 
Farout almost was fired. And 
if a sizeable segment of the 
alumni and student body at Col- 
umbia had been appeased, Don 
would have been canned a third 
of the way through the 1938 sea- 
son if not after the ‘37 cam- 


ign. 
Before Faurot was brought to 


his alma mater, a brisk and 


rock-jawed young man of 32 who 
had compiled a brilliant nine- 
year coaching record at Kirks- 
ville, Mizzou’s football fortunes 
had touched bottom. During 
Gwinn Henry’s last two years 
the Tigers had won only four 
games, so an honorable mentor’s 
head fell in favor of a fresh 
famous name. As young as his 
older players, Frank Carideo, 
Notre Dame’s All-America quar- 
terback in 1929-30, took over in 
°32 and won just three games in 
three sad and long seasons. 

Farout brought immediate im- 
provement with a record of 
three victories, three defeats and 
three ties his first season. In 
°36 the Tigers had a 6-2-1 record, 
the state university’s best since 
1927, and the lean years were 
forgotten. So fast were they 
forgotten, in fact, that a slump 
to a 8-6-1 mark in ‘37 brought 
a cry that Faurot must go.

To the Other Guy. 

HE é@oach still knew foot- 
T va and, if anything, was 

older and wiser. The reason 
a highly-touted team failed that 
year had nothing to do with how 
Don combed is black hair or 
ran his business.

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/Germany’s Future: East or West? |

FRANKFURT, Germany. 


ERMANY has more trusts and restrictive trade agreements now 
than it ever hade previously, in the opinion of a stanch German 


advocate of free enterprise. 


The left-wing Social Democratic 


party contends, “The Krupps and the little Krupps, who chose dic- 
tatorship at the decisive moment of the German political crisis in 
1933 and will do so again if they have an opportunity, are resuming 


control of German industry.” 


Those are the results, in German 
eyes, of four years of an Allied 
trust-busting policy designed, on 
one hand, to bring free enterprise 
to Germany, and, on the other 
hand, to break up a system of eco- 
nomic control which everybody ex- 
cept the average German business 
man thinks helped Hitler come to 
power. The Allies think some, 
though obviously slow, progress is 


free enterprise 

tion is the right solution, but 
that the Allies are botching the 
job. 

In trying to break up the trusts, 
the Allies are confronted by the 
fact that Germany has never had 
a system of unrestricted free en- 
terprise, and that most German 
business men, who have never 
known anything else, prefer a car- 
telized economy. 

“What's Wrong?” 

“What's wrong with cartels?” 
one typical German manufacturer 
asked this writer. “Can you tell 
me a single bad thing a cartel has 
done? I don’t know why Hitler 
came to power, but it certainly 
wasn’t the fault of the cartels.” 


Rudolf Mueller, lawyer specializ- 
ing in decartelization cases, for- 
mer German economics minister 
and leader of an organization en- 
couraging free enterprise in Ger- 
many, thinks differently. Pointing 
out that the formation of cartels 
was first urged in 1878, not long 
after the conversion of Germany 
into an industrial giant had be- 
gun, he commented, “That looks 
now like the beginning of a big 
mistake. The cartels, by no means 
a German specialty by the way, 
served as the model for the struc- 
ture of the National Socialist 
state.” 


The growth of trusts helped 
Nazism in another way, he con- 
tinued, Industry and business be- 
came so big and so centralized 
that hired managers were running 
them, while the owners, the stock- 
holders, knew nothing about what 
was going On in their property. 

“The managers in effect were, 
and are, controlled by nobody,” he 
said. “They were paid very little, 
they had no sense of responsibility 
to anyone and they were quite 
willing to go off on all kinds of 
political adventures. This dis- 
ease is also by no means a Ger- 
man specialty. It just happens to 
be more acute here.” 

As a result of the absence of a 
desire to compete among German 
ind , Kurt Pentzlin, Han- 
nover business man pointed out, 
cartel arrangements permeated 
German business and industry, 
even in the absence of formal 
trust agreements. 

w Set. 

By joint consent, uniform wage 
and price scales were set up for 
all of Germany, without regard 
for whatever differences there 
might be among individual plants. 
Manufacturers made no attempt 
to find ways to cut their costs in 
order to compete with each other 
-—they simply raised prices when 
wages went up, and lowered wages 
or fired some of their employes 
when faced with a financial crisis. 

The export industries, he con- 
tinued, had a predominant voice 
in determining what wages and 
prices were paid. The result was 
that wages were held down as far 
as possible in order to keep ex- 
port prices low; buying power of 
the population thus -was reduced, 
and the economy was sick.

“A Mess.”

Nobody knows who owns 
anything. Most German business 
men don’t know how to run their 
businesses if they’re not part of 
a cartel. 


“Nothing has been done about 
what should ha¥e come first — 
teaching business men to compete. 
As a result, the Germans are mak- 
ing agreements in restraint of 
trade constantly, without knowing 
that it’s illegal. The innkeepers 
in Frankfurt, for example, agreed 
last spring on the price at which 
they would sell apple wine.

Further confusion has been 
added by violent differences of 
opinion among the occupation 
powers, on one hand, and among 
the men who were trying to bust 
the trusts and the men who were 
trying to put the German economy 
back on its feet, on the other. 
Decartelization and deconcentra- 
tion, the economisig feared, would 
delay German recovery. 


British Dubious, 


The British and the French, 
none too fervid supporters of the 
American theory of free: enter- 
prise, have been less enthusiastic 
about deconcentration than the 
Americans, while the Russians 
have forced industry into cartels, 
state cartels, in their zone. The 
history of deconcentration of the 
German chemical trust, I. G. Far- 
ben, has been marked by these 
conflicting views. 

About half of the company’s 
property is in the Russian zone. 
The other half is divided into 
three main units—one at Lever- 
kusen in the British zone, one in 
the Frankfurt area in the United 
States zone, and one at Ludwigs- 
hafen in the French zone, with 
single plants in other parts of 
western Germany. While the com- 
plex at Frankfurt in the Amer- 
ican zone has been completely 
split, the main units in the Brit- 
ish and French zones remain inte- 
grated. British and French de- 
cartelization experts explained 
that manufacturing operations 
were too closely connected to per- 
mit severance. 

The Frankfurt complex was just 
as closely integrated as the other 
two, complained a member of a 
German board which has been 
given the responsibility of decid- 
ing how to dispose of I. G. Farben 
units permanently. The present 
situation, he said, has raised costs 
considerably for the now inde- 
pendent Frankfurt units. They 


must have separate sales organi- 


zations, separate legal staffs and 
separate research organizations, 
for example, he said. 

“How can we compete with 
Leverkusen and Ludwigshafen, or 
duPont or other foreign firms,” 
he demanded. “Doesn’t United 
States Steel have more than 10,000 
employes? 

“When Hitler sent the Jews 
down the road with their knap- 
sacks on their backs, I said, ‘You 
can’t do something like that with- 
out having it backfire.’ Now it 
has. Many Germans think you're 


still trying to enforce the Mor- 

genthau plan and send German

Still Is Undetermined. 

§ TILL unsolved is the question

“The Ruhr cartels were. the 
hard core of German nationalism, 
their leaders controlled the econ- 
omy not only of Germany but 
also of Europe,” he said. “Our 
job is to destroy that core so that 
Germany cannot control Europe, 
then admit Germany to a west 
European union.” 

Meanwhile, one third of all Ger- 
mans questioned in a public opin- 
ion poll said they wanted the 
Ruhr industries returned to their 
former owners; the men who 
managed the Ruhr industries in 
the past are, in large measure, 
still managing them, and the 
argument over Allied decarteliza- 
tion policies goes on. 


“Nonsense.” 

Said a conservative supporter 
of decartelization, “I. G. Farben 
and the Ruhr industries should 
have been broken up—they were 
far too big. But deconcentration 
doesn’t mean atomization. This is 
just damn nonsense.” 

The Social Democrats assert 
“decartelization is only camou- 
flage to pull the teeth of socializa- 
tion. Combinations in themselves 
have nothing to do with good or 
evil. The only important question 
is who has control of the trusts 
and the purpose for which they 
are run. It is impossible to get 
rid of trusts—there are trusts all 
over the world in spite of all the 
formal agreements against them. 
If combinations are forbidden in 
Germany, while international car- 
tels arise throughout the rest of 
the world, the German economy 
may be severely injured.”

GREEK PREMIER 


AGREES TO DISCUSS 
REDUCTION IN ARMY 


ATHENS, Oct. 26 (AP) — Pre- 
mier Alexander Diomedes last 
night indorsed an American pro- 
posal that the Greek Army be 
scaled down now that the Com- 
munist-led revolt appears to have 
been crushed. 

Opposition leaders in Parlia- 
ment, however, attacked the pro- 
posal because of continuing ten- 
sion with Greece’s Communist 
neighbors, Albania and: Bulgaria. 

Reduction of the Greek Army, 
now estimated at 200,000 men, was 
proposed by United States Am- 
bassador Henry F. Grady with 
backing from Lt. Gen. James Van 
Fleet, head of the United States 
military mission here. 

Grady said granting of United 
States aid funds was based on 
Plans to equip an efficient Greek 
Army of reduced size. e con- 
ceded there was some risk in re- 
ducing the size of the Army be- 
cause of the unsettled Balkan 
situation. He warned, however, 
there was a greater risk in the 
economic strain imposed by sup- 
porting a large Army. 

Diomedes said the reduction 
would be talked over at a meeting 
of Greek and American military

Making our allies self-supporting 
was, of course, the objective of 
the European Recovery Program 
from the beginning. In the first 
phase, however, Marshall aid was 
used simply and directly, to re- 
build Europe’s war-shattered pro- 
ductivity.

1938. 

Intra-European Obstacles. 

Precisely this dramatic achieve- 
ment is what makes the second 
phase both possible and necessary. 
Mere restoration of productivity 
has failed to restore economic 
stability in France and Italy, the 
Low Countries and the other 
Marshall plan nations. The 
trouble is that intra-European 
trade is still being strangled by 
exchange restrictions, import quo- 
tas, tariffs, and other devices of 
the period of scarcity. What must 
now be done is to secure the 
abandonment of these outworn 
protective devices. And this is 
the purpose of the European eco- 
nomic union which Hoffman will 
now attempt ‘to promote. The 
ultimate aim is one great Euro- 
pean trading area. 

It must be said at once the im- 
petus towards union has not come 
only from Washington. The idea 
has long had strong backing 
among Europeans. Some time ago 
French Finance Minister Maurice 
Petsche quietly inaugurated ser- 
ious discussions of the project 
with the Italians. the Belgians, the 
Dutch and the E.C.A. European 
staff. > 

The greatest practical obstacle 
to European union, which was the 
false relationship between the Eu- 
ropean currencies, has also been 
cleared away in recent months. 
The British sterling devaluation 
forced the Europeans to place 
their own currencies on a realis- 
tic basis.

HE Joint Congressional Com- 

mittee on Taxation is getting 

nowhere in its effort to ascer- 
tain how much revenue is being 
— threugh loopholes in the tax 
aws. 


Experts have estimated that 
as much as five billion dollars, 
in business income is annually 
escaping taxation under one loop- 
hole alone. 


This loophole is Section 101, 
which exempts from taxation edu- 
cational institutions, co-operatives, 
foundations, and a wide range of 
religious and philanthropic organ- 
izations. The Joint Committee’s 
thus far ineffective study is aimed 
largely at gathering data on the 
operation of this loophole. 

The study was initiated last 
year by the Eightieth Congress, 
The Treasury Department was di- 
rected to send out a new tax form 
(No. 990) to all organizations 
claiming exemption under Section 
101. The form was to provide basi¢ 
statistical information never be- 
fore assembled. 


To date, the returns have been 
sketchy. A large number of organ- 
izations have disregarded the 
form entirely. Many others have 
sent in incomplete data. 


As a result, Colin Stam, long- 
time staff director of the joint 
committee who is in charge of the 
study, is faced with the prospect 
of having to report little progress 
when the committee reconvenes in 
January. That means Congress 
May again bypass this dynamite- 
loaded problem. 


Although revising Section 101 
has been discussed many years, 
and numerous hearings have been 
held, nothing concrete has ever 
been attempted. Former Repre- 
sentative Harold Knutsen (Rep.), 
Minnesota, who headed the House 
Ways and Means Committee in the 
Eightieth Congress, was defeated

.In your editorial, “Symbol for St.

Passing on to the second editorial, 

“Squatter on the Riverfront,” you state I 
made a “hush-hush trip to Washington.” 
I have not been to the capital for sev- 
eral months, and the few times I have 
been there since taking office have been 
well publicized by your local staff and 
your Washington correspondents.

J. McDevitt, president of the Board of 
Public Service, was my last emissary to 
‘Washington on the Memorial. His visit

Senator Morse of Oregon took a singularly in- 
opportune time to come out in favor of the Co- 
lumbia Basin Interagency Committee and against 
a CVA. At the very moment when he was speak- 
ing of the need for co-ordination, the lack of 
co-ordination in the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee, counterpart of the one in the Co- 
lumbia Valley, was being confessed by the 
chairman himself, and the problems created by 
this makeshift method of management were be- 
coming more and more acute. 
‘The seams of the Missouri Interagency Com- 
mittee were already opening under the strain 
of the quarrel between the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau over the height of Gar- 
rison Reservoir, and the quarrel between the 
Departments of Interior and Agriculture over 
the latter’s plans for soll and forest conserva- 
tion. Now they are subjected to a third major 
strain.

“No one agency has the power to control that 
water or to regulate it. Sooner or later we are 
going to be up against the question of adminis- 
tering or regulating the flow of water, and po- 
licing it for the people who are going to use 
it. This is a major problem. The question will be 
what sort of organization to have for regulation 
of the water, what authority, and how to get the 
best management.” 

That statement did not come from an MVA 
proponent, from an opponent of the Interagency 
arrangement; though it well might have, for 
seldom has a more severe or more truthful in- 
dictment been leveled at that makeshift. They 
are the words of the chairman of the Inter- 
agency committee and co-author of Interagency’s 
Pick-Sloan “plan,” W. G. Sloan of the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 

After five years of pretending that Pick-Sloan 
and the Interagency committee could and would 
manage the waters of the Missouri, the Pick- 
Sloaners have finally got around to admitting 
that they can’t. After five years of asserting 
that it’s all very simple—all you have to do is 
to let the Army Engineers manage the main 
stream and the Reclamation Bureau manage the 
tributaries — comes confession that it can’t be 
done that way. 

So the Pick-Sloaners not only don’t know how 
much water they will have to make their plans 
work; they have no idea, five years after they 
started spending billions on this development of 
an entire region, who is to decide about im- 
poundments and releases of whatever water they 
do have. These are two things that should be 
among the very first decided—how much you 
have got to do with, and who is going to do it. 
TVA made decisions in that order, which is one 
reason why it is so successful. The Pick-Sloaners 
are trying to do it backward, which is one rea- 
son why they are so unsuccessful. ' 

In view of all these plain facts, how can Sena- 
tor Morse say that giving a regional develop- 
ment a single administrative head—which is all, 


fundamentally, that MVA and CVA are intended 


to do—would be placing the region in a “strait- 
jacket?” And how could anybody defend what 
is going on as “co-ordinated,” or even coherent, 
when Mr. Sloan himself admits there is no one 
who.can make some of the most important deci- 
sions that will have to be made?

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Gone for the Week 
Congressman Leonard Irving of Independence 
owes his constituents in the Fourth Missouri 
District an explanation for the way he. is run- 
ning his office.

permitted in the office only. when Mr. Irving 
is there and one of his employes says it has been 
locked, except when he was present, for more 
than a month. A note on the door says that 
mail is to be held at the postoffice until the 
Congressman calls for it. The latest develop- 
ment is resignation of his secretary. 

What is responsible for such conduct as this? 
Is it enough that the secretary is supposed 
to be “unsatisfactory’’? Certainly it is not 
enough that Mr. Irving is president af 
a hod carriers’ union which is suing for an ac- 
counting of union funds. Whatever his union 
troubles, he is also Representative in Congress 
by election of one of Missouri’s districts. His 
constituents have a right to be able to go to see 
him at his office or to call him up there if they 
want to. Certainly they should be able to reach 
a secretary and find out something about the 
man they elected. 

The situation is the more remarkable in view 
of the fact this shy, retiring member is also 
President Truman’s Congressman.

Let’s Be Realistic 

Claude I. Bakewell, former member of Con- 
gress from St. Louis, is an intelligent and in 
many respects a progressive man. So it is a 
little disappointing to find him parroting the 
G.O.P. party line instead of infusing his own 
original thought into party doctrine. We refer, 
for example, to his remarks before the Twenty- 
third Ward Ladies’ Republican Club. 

Mr. Bakewell spoke of “the folly of the Demo- 
cratic Administration in failing to put in order 
the economic house of Government during the 
recent months of high national income.” And 
this failure, he says, “is already plaguing the 
Administration as they talk of ‘tax revision’ at 
the second session of the Eighty-first Congress.” 

We do not know exactly what Mr. Bakewell 
means by putting “the economic house” in order, 
or what steps he would take to trim the federal 
budget in any really important way. In view of 
the cold war, the country is bound to continue 
enormous defense expenditures, which consume 
about a third of the entire budget: It cannot 
escape paying interest on the public debt, 
amounting to 5 billion more. It cannot welsh on 
the Marshall plan. It cannot forfeit obligations 
to veterans under the G.I. Bil) of Rights. When 
these and other necessary expenditures are sub- 
tracted from total federal expenditures, the op- 
portunity for cuts is correspondingly reduced.

There is, to be sure, danger’in big govern- 
ment, but the way to face that danger is by 
realistic criticism rather than by blanket 
indictment. 
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French Workers in a Vise 

Andre Ulmann, French editor, discussing the 
political crisis in France, says devaluation of the 
pound was its immediate cause. He quotes a 
leading French political figure as follows: 

If we wet to follow. the old French tra- 
dition that’ man who causes the fall of 

a cabinet be called upon to take the 

lead in -up its successor, we should 

ask Sir St ord Cripps to take up the re 
sponsibilities laid down by M. Queuillée. 

Sir Stafford’s action caught the French com- 
pletel, by surprise and they were compelled, as 
Ulmann puts its, “to improvise the devaluation 
of the franc—something which has never been 
ne before in the financial history, of any coun- 

* The effect upon prices was to aggravate a 
po that has been worrying French work- 
ers for a long time, namely, the ever-increasing 
cost of living. 

It is this pinch which caused the CFTC 
(unions of Catholic workers) to break with the 
Government and to seek an alliance with CGT, 
the larger confederation of workers which con- 
tains many Communists. CFTC felt driven to 
such action and Daniel Mayer, Socialist Minister 
of Labor, was obliged, in turn. to oppose Prem- 
ier Queuille’s wage-freezing policy. That is the 
general picture behind the fall of the Queuille 
Government. 

Jules Moch who, as Interior Minister, had 
much to do with putting down the French Com- 
munists, agrees that living costs are too high. 
He says that although production is above the 
prewar figure, wages are not. “What you call in 
America take-home pay,” he points out, “has not 
fully cgught up with the higher cost of food and 
clothing.” 

No doubt Georges Bidault, Jatest person to be 
called upon to form a ccbinet, is keenly aware 
that any new French Government, to be success- 
ful, must recede from ex-Premier Queuille’s 
rigid opposition to wage increases. Support of 
the Catholic unions is vital to any new middle- 
of-the-road government, and they cannot be 
wooed without some remedy for the high cost of 
living. 


$50,000,000 Worth of Ignorance 

Fifty million dollars’ worth of the doctrine of 
white supremacy is going to be taught by Jeffer- 
son Military College at Washington, Miss: Spe- 
cifically, it is going te be anti-African, anti- 
Asiatic, anti-Communist, pro-Anglo-Saxon, pro- 
Latin-American, pro-Christian white supremacy. 
That’s the way George Armstrong, father of the 
school’s business manager, bequeathed it, and 
that’s the way Jefferson Military College is 
going to teach it. 

It’s quite a project. One of the troubles the 
college will encounter in bringing it off is that 
white supremacy is an idea that has no connec- 
tion with education, It is one of the cardinal 
tenets, instead, of ignorantism, which is defined 
as the attempt “to prevent enlightenment or to 
hinder the progress of knowledge or wisdom,” 

.Just as a college can teach only as much 
knowledge as its faculty possesses, we suppose 
a college that sets out to inculcate ignorantism 
cannot expect to rise above its own lack of in- 
formation. The governing question, therefore, 
seems to be: Is there $50,000,000 worth of un- 
enlightenment in the faculty of a college which, 
like Jefferson Military, nas only 60 to 80 
students? 

Even that is doubtful. 
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| None Too Soon 

Both Republicans and Democrats in Illinois 
are joining in the organization of a campaign to 
win the adoption at the polls next year of the 
so-called “gateway amendment.” This is the 
amendment which Gov. Stevenson supported 
after the LegisJature turned down his proposal 
to submit the question of holding a state con- 
stitutional convention. It is called the “gate- 
way amendment” because it opens the gate to 
voting on more than one constitutional amend- 
ment at a time. It would also relax the 
voting strictures which now make it almost im- 
possible.to amend the Illinois Constitution. 

This may seem a long time ahead to begin 
such a campaign, but the fact is that it is none 
too soon. Gateway proposals have been up be- 
fore and have been defeated through lack of 
understanding and insufficient interest. In the 
next 12 months every group with any civic in- 
terest in the whole of Illinois should make it an 
order of business to find out why the gateway 
amendment should be adopted. Then it should 
join in what must be a statewide campaign if the 
amendment is to carry. It would be far better if 
the proposal were to hold a constitutional con- 
vention, but a tenth of a loaf is better than none.

The 700 St. Louis county employes will 
get their November pay without the delay 
which had been feared, Presiding Judge Lu- 
man F.-Matthews of the County Court said. 


This news item recalls a frequent parallel be- 
tween exaggerated estimates of county deficits 
and the county’s effort to get tax increases from 
the Legislature: 

1946: Officials warn of a vague deficit; the 
Legislature then passes a county hospital tax of 
6 cents; latér there is no deficit, 

1948: The. County Court estimates a $929,000 
deficit; the. Legislature then agrees to a 10-cent 
rise in health and hospital taxes; the deficit 
turns out to be a fifth of the prediction. 

1949: Officers warn the county may not have 
funds to pay November-December salaries on 
time; the Legislature meanwhile is asked ‘to 
pass a cigarette tax bill; later November sal- 
aries are met though the tax issue is still un- 
decided. 

No doubt county officials would see no’ con- 
nection between their ominous warnings of def- 
icits and their efforts to get more taxes. On 
the other hand, wouldn’t the Legislature consider 
tax measures without being frightened into it?

The Mississippi has shaped the lives and 
attitudes of all those who have lived in its 
valley, and through them, much of the 
character of our mature nation. Its waters 
are muddy and turbulent, its temper uncer- 
tain. In the 1850s a Waverly, Mo., news- 
paper bragged that the Missouri was “the 
muddiest, the deepest, the shallowest, the 
bar-iest,. the snaggiest, the sandiest, the 
catfishiest, the swiftest, the steamboatiest, 
and the uncertainiest river in all the world.” 

The Mississippi has a life and a person- 
ality of its own, which all the pioneer tall 
tales, and all. the books of description and 
statistics, and all the canvases painted by 
artists along _ its 
shores, only help to 
catch and _ explain. 
The muted sounds of 
river life are not in 
the rhythm of mod- 
ern civilization, and 
the familiar scenes 
along the Mississippi 
banks take on new 
meaning to those 
who travel its waters. 

The river can be 
soft and gentle, flow- 
ing in a silver, rose, 
or lavender haze. Or 
it can be a brown 
aud cinidiee” Cars, Henry M. Shreve 
lashed by wind and swollen by floods which 
surge out of the channel to wash away 
houses, barns and crops. Its banks, be- 
tween the grimy crags of modern cities, 
are tree-lined and beautiful, broken by tow- 
ering limestone bluffs. 


Fringe of the World 


On the sand bars and lonely islands the 
entire length of the great waterway are 
thickets of willow and poplar and sycamore, 
where wild ducks and blue heron take 
sanctuary in seasonal flights. Pioneer 
records tell of green and orange parakeets 
in great number, and passenger pigeons 
that darkened the sky, in their flight, but 
these varieties are now extinct. The enor- 
mous size and whiskered ugliness of the 
Mississippi catfish terrified early travelers. 

The Mississippi has served the nation as 
a highway, and as a battleground; it has 
been a road to opportunity, and a barrier 
to religion and the law; an international 
boundary, and a unifying force. It still re- 
mains the dividing line between “back 
East” and “out West.” 

Villages slowly grew up along the routes 
of these explorers. The earliest permanent 
settlement was at Cahokia, Ill, in 1699. 
During the following century other villages 
were established along the fertile banks 
all the way to New Orleans. 

During the years of French, Spanish and 
English occupation, the river and its re- 
mote settlements were on the outermost 
fringe of the civilized world, but neverthe- 
less they served as pawns in the game of 
international politics for the control of the 
continent. From the Revolution to the Civil 
War, the valley and the river played a 
vital part in military strategy. 


Muscle Power to Steam 


The Western farmers and merchants de- 
pended upon the river to get their produce 
to Eastern markets. Thus they saw more 
of the world than many of their descend- 
ants, and came to know a national pride 
and solidarity. 

In contrast, the Southern common man, 
who rarely left his home, did not feel as 
strongly that the river and its tributaries 
had bound the nation into an indissolubie 
union. But so she had, and these bonds 
were to survive even the Civil War. 

Pw ec canoes provided the first means 

of transportation on the river. French and 
Spanish settlers used a much larger craft, 
the keelless flat-bottomed batecu, which 
was maneuvered upstream by pole, sail or 
oars. Sometimes the crew literally pulled 
it up by means of a towline, or cordelie, 


In the early nineteenth century, American 
settlers introduced keelboats, which had 
wooden ribs covered with planks, and also 
carried a sail. Long and slender, they could 
carry from 15 to 30 tons.of freight at a 
time. But like the bateau, they depended 
on muscle power for upstream progress. 


In 1802 the average trip from New Or- 
leans to St. Louis might require as much 
as four months. Traveling downstream, the 
journey took from 10 to 30 days. 

Probably the most famous of the river- 
men of that day was Mike Fink, a slow- 
spoken man of prodigious endurance, who 
was a crack shot and had a woman named 
“Pittsburgh Blue.” An Indian fighter in his 
youth, he became a keelboatman of great 
popularity in his middie years. He brawled 
his way in and out of every town along 
the Mississippi, boasting that he was “half- 
man, half-alligator, and chock full of fight.” 


In the Westward Rush 


After the invention of the steam engine 
in the late eighteenth century it was, of 
course, but a short step to the develop- 
ment of steamboats. The boats which Ful- 
ton and Livingston designed for use on the 
Mississippi were deep-drafted, low-powered 
craft such as had succeeded on the Hudson 
River. Capt. Henry M. Shreve, well-known 
as the Master of the Mississippi, finally 
developed a vessel more suited to the 
shallow waters of the great river. 


In 1815, Shreve directed the building of 
the Washington at Wheeling. This boat had 
a shallow hull, with the boilers and engines 
on the main deck, and an added second 
deck. The Washington demonstrated its 
superiority to all other steamboats of that 
time on its maiden voyage to New Orleans 
in 1816. 

The first steamboat to reach St. Louis 
came up from New Orleans in July of 1817. 
It was the Zebulon M. Pike, a single boiler 
boat. In 1819 the Western Engineer accom- 
panied Long’s expedition to the upper Mis- 
souri, reaching a point 7 miles below Coun- 
cil Bluffs. This was one of the strangest 
vessels ever built. Its bow was shaped to 
resemble the head of a huge serpent, from 
whose gaping mouth issyed smoke and 
flames, much to the terror of the Indians. 


For She’s a Bully Boat 


Soon American “know-how” had provided 
fast, practical boats adapted to the streams 
they navigated. Immigrants moving west 
crowded their rails. 

Many of the larger ones were fitted out 
with remarkable luxury. Their saloons 
sported crystal chandeliers, handsomely 
carved furniture, paintings and fine car- 
pets; the cabins were spotless; a ship’s band 
provided music. The pastry cook would 
plan a surprise sfor the passengers. One 
such surprise consisted of setting 13 dif- 
ferent, elaborate desserts before each guest 
at the end of a particularly hearty meal. 

Every operation on a steamboat was done 
to the song of a leader, the crew working 
in rhythm and joining , the chorus. On 
one boat, whenever they left a wharf, a 
Negro would stand in the forecastle wav- 
ing a small flag, and singing: 


She's a bully boat, she’s got a bully crew 
And a bully captain too.

The Realm of the Occult 


ADVENTURES IN THE SUPERNORMAL, by Eileen J. 
ie (Creative Age Press, New York, 252 pgs., 


As may be inferred from the title this 
book takes the reader into the realms of 
the occult. At an early age the author be- 
gan to see people, not merely as physical 
bodies, but as if each were set within a 
nebulous egg-shaped covering. This she 
calls a “surround,” consisting of transpar- 
ent changing colors, dense or heavy in 
character varying with people’s moods, 
From their tone or color it was quite easy, 
she says, to teil whether a person was ill or 
well, and this was equally true of plants 
and animals. She saw how animal natures 
responded to changing seasons, and knew 
when vitality was low or high in shrubs 
and trees. These visions convinced her 
that animals sense emanations of one an- 
other, and of places, people and things. 
Rodents react to the presence of a hawk 
before they see its form, she says, and all 
animals react to their enemies and friends 
by means of similar mysterious instincts. 

As she grew older she began to be trou- 
bled by the realization that coming events 

could register them- — 

selves beforehand in 
some part of her 
consciousness, wheth- 
er she wished or not. 

This disturbed her 

so much that she 
m ardently hoped to 
i find a way to shut 
yout these unwanted 
= experiences, but 

eventually she had to 
accept the fact that 
she had two separate 
selves, and thus 
stumbled on the tech- 
nique of autosugges- 
tion. This she began 
to use with success to protect her against 
illness and various other adversities that 
are common lot of the human race. Later 
she learned that her intense curiosity and 
urgent need to live in two selves were not 
the products of an unbalanced mind, but 
positive powers beyond the range of pres- 
ent understanding. As she proceeds chap- 
ter by chapter one finds her experimenting 
and developing powers in the realms of 
clairvoyance, psychometry, telepathy, pre- 
cognition, discarnate entities, psychokinetic 
manifestations and other mystic and abtruse 
experiences wholly outside normal concepts, 

In a brief foreword the author says that 
this book is so much of her life as she be- 
lieves necessary to an understanding of the 
origin and functioning of supernormal per- 
ception. Nothing pertinent is withheld, 
nothing not to the point willfully revealed. 
From a literary standpoint the book is 
wretched, and its practical purpose is about 
as vague as the subjects upon which she 
tediously dwells.

Tolstoy, giant of Russian litera- 
ture, was in St. Louis to give the 
opening talk last night of the 
Washington University Associa- 
tion lecture series at Soldan- 
Blewett High School. She is an 
American citizen and operates 
a farm refuge 30 miles from 
New York City for White Rus- 
gsians and displaced persons, prin- 
cipally those from Iron Curtain 
countries. 

“We must stretch our friend- 
ship to the people who are living 
now under the yoke of the Red 
dictatorship,” she said. “Somehow, 
the people always know what is 
going on in the United States. We 
need their friendship as they wish 
for ours. 

“I hope for an overthrow in 
Russia, possibly from within the 
Kremlin itself. It might happen 
any time and when it does, the 
people will look to the United 
States for aid. Tito could cause 
trouble, too. Or, a revolt in Yugo- 
slavia might fire the Balkans. In 
days when people are so fed up, 
anything can happen.” 

Meantime, though, Americans 
must fight Communism with all 
their strength, she said. This can 
be done, she continued, by pub- 
licizing the terrors of life behind 
the Iron Curtain, “stretching our 
friendship ever eastward” and 
taking care that our youth are 
inculcated with high moral and 
religious principles.

The man who opened a cash- 
and-carry store in a wooden shack 
in the coal-mining town of Kem- 
merer, Wyo., in 1902 and expanded 
it into a chain of 1600 department 
stores said the policy of sharing 
profits with store managers was 
one of the major reasons for the 
success of the J. C. Penney Co.

Divine Law in Home. 


“T am convinced that the great- 
est need of our country today is 
for more homes where Christ is 
honored and the law of God is 
regarded as supreme,” he said last 
night. “Here is where national 
well-being begins, and where men 
and women qualified to vote in- 
telligently, make laws and admin- 
ister government in a country like 
ours receive their first training 
and lasting impressions.... Homes 
of that kind are more important 
than government because good 
government begins in good homes. 
If we would train boys and girls 
to assume the responsibilities of a 
democracy, we must not be con- 
tent evith merely teaching demo- 
cratic principles: We must make 
the home itself a miniature de- 
mocracy.” 

Penney, whose ringing voice and 
sturdy frame belie his white hair, 
said he was presenting the views 
of “a plain business man.” 

In presenting him as a candidate 
for the honorary degree, Paul B. 
Jamison, member of the college 
board of trustees, cited Penney’s 
philanthropies and religious devo- 
tion. 

“He has demonstrated that big 
business and Christian ethics need 
not to be incompatible,” Jamison 
said. 

The Green Foundation was 
established in 1937 by the late Mrs. 
John Finley Green. Winston 
Churchill delivered the Green lec- 
ture in 1946, denouncing Russian 
aggression in his famed “iron cur- 
tain” address. Other lecturers in- 
cluded Carlo Sforza, the Italian 
statesman; Francis B. Sayre, high 
commissioner of the Philippines, 
and Reinhold Niebuhr, the theo- 
logian. 


Greeted 4,000,000 Visitors in 
28 Years—Noted as Col- 
lector of Lincolniana. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 26 
(UP)—The man who greeted more 
than 4,000,000 visitors to Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s tomb is dead. 

Herbert Wells Fay, 90 years 
old, died yesterday at his home, 
Lincoln Lodge, near the Civil War 
President's tomb in Oak Park 
Cemetery. 

Fay, who had been in failing 
health in recent weeks, retired as 
custodian of Lincoln's Tomb last 
Dec. 31, after 28 years in whicn 
he said he greeted visitors from 
every state and every nation — 
including United States Presidents 
and kings from foreign countries. 

He also was a Lincoln collector, 
with his collection rated one of 
the finest in the world. In 1940 he 
exhibited more than 1,000,000 items 
in a one-man show at the State 
Armory. 

Third Custodian of Tomb, 

Fay was the third custodian of 
the tomb. The other two, John 
Carroll Powers (1874-1894) and 
Maj. Edward S. Johnson (1894- 
1920) died while serving as cus- 
todian. Fay succeeded Johnson in 
1920, and he in turn was succeed- 
ed by his son, Earl Owen Fay, on 
Jan. 1 of this year. 

He will be buried beside the 
grave of his wife in Oak Park 
Cemetery. near the drive. leading 
to Lincoln’s Tomb. 

Fay was born in De Kalb coun- 
ty Feb. 28, 1859, and graduated 
from Monmouth College’ in 1880. 
He was owner and editor of De 
Kalb county newspapers for more 
than 40 years, until his appoint- 
ment as custodian.

Although his collection, which 
he housed in the tomb itself, most- 
ly had to do with Lincoln and 
people who lived close to the Civil 
War President, Fay also had pic- 
tures and manuscripts about other 
famous persons, 

Voluminous Collection. 


The scope of his collection was 
demonstrated several years ago, 
when the Encyclopedia Britannica 
asked him if he could furnish pic- 
tures of 500 historical figures, 
some of them dead hundreds of 
years. Fay complied with the re- 
quest within a week. 

His Lincoln collection includes 
a German-Butler-McNulty original 
negative of Lincoln, valued as 
high as $50,000; the original manu- 
script of Vachel Lindsay’s poem, 
“Abraham Lincoln Walks at Mid- 
night”; a tassel from the opera 
cloak worn by Mrs. Lincoln the 
night Lincoln was fatally shot at 
Ford’s Theater; more than 300 
different paintings and photos of 
Lincoln, and scores of documents, 
letters, maps, coins, stamps and 
personal belongings.

One of the purposes of the “Ad- 
vance” program, he continued, is 
to restudy the resources of re- 
ligion and to recognize that “the 
practice of Godliness ourselves 
be a greater force toward . 
protecting our liberties than any- 
thing we are apt to demand that 
others should do.” 

Bishop Marvin A. Franklin of 
Jackson, Miss., spoke in similar 
vein, declaring that “man is in 
process of conquering all things 
save himself alone.” 

“The cheapness of human life is 
revealed in assaults upon persons 
and the exploitation of weaker 
peoples and nations by the strong- 
er,” he said. “God’s hamiest task 
is to bring men to a fair evalua- 
tion of man.” 

“The prophets who scathingly 
denounced man’s sin and depravi- 
ty also gave evidence of his lofty 
estate. They saw the day when 
men would conquer themselves, 
when human passions would be’ 
curbed, human brotherhood be- 
come universal and complete, and 
every man and woman be adorned 
with the grace and beauty of 
Christly character. When the 
world finally gets God’s true eval 
uation of human life, war itself 
will have to go.” 

Earlier sessions, with Bishop 
Ivan Lee Holt of St. Louis pre- 
siding, were devoted to the ob- 
jectives of the “Advance” move- 
ment, intended to deepen the 
faith of members by teaching and 
preaching and to emphasize a per- 
sonal approach to missionary giv- 
ing by members.

Michigan Governor Says 
Tests Indicate She’s In- 
nocent of Poison Death 
of First Husband. 


» Mich., Oct. 26 (AP) 
—A 6€T-year-old woman who has 
served 26 years of a life term for 
poisoning her first husband will 
go free under a pardon from Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams, 

Gov. Williams said rday he 
had rejected a parole recom- 
mendation for commutation and 
parole. He decided instead to 
grant an outright pardon to Mrs. 
[Maude Cushing Storick of Do- 
wagiac, Mich. 

Her first husband, Claude Cugh- 
ing, died in 1920. She remarried 
before a jury convicted her of 
murder in 1923 to climax one of 
the crime sensations of the early 
1920s. An appeal to the State Su- 
preme Court was denied. 

During her imprisonment in the 
Detroit House of Correction her 
present husband, Emory Storick, 
has worked steadily to arouse 
public feeling for his wife’s re- 
lease. 

Williams, announcing that he 
would sign a pardon, said the 
record showed there was no di- 
rect evidence Mrs: Storick had 
poisoned her husband. Evidence 
introduced at the trial showed, 
he said, that the poison which 
caused his death was used by 
him as a household remedy. 


Woman, 67, Serving Life as Killer, 
To Receive Pardon After 26 Years

Long after the trial, Williams 
said, further evidence had been 
found that Cushing was warned 
by his physician against “serious 
results” that might follow con- 
tinued use of the drug. 


“Mrs. Storick has constantly 
maintained her innocence,” Wil- 
liams said. “Recent lie detector 
tests have indicated she was not 
guilty.” 

Storick, who operates a boat 
livery on Paw‘Paw lake near Co- 
loma, Mich., said he would go to 
Detroit Wednesday to meet his 
wife on her ’ release.

416 Billion Income, 30-Hour Week 


Sumner Slichter Predicts Nation of Two- 
Car Families With Great Interest 
in Multitude of Arts. 


BOSTON, Oct. 26 (AP)—A na- 
tion of two-car families, a nation- 
al annual income of 416 billions on 
a work week of 30 hours, and a 
population of 175,000,000 with an 
avid interest in the arts. 

That’s a quick preview of the 


United States 39 yexrs hence—in 
1980—as 


portrayed by Harvard 
Econcmist Summer ks. Si:ichter. 


Writing in the November issue 
of the Atlantic Monthly, the La- 
mont University professor at H-r- 
vard and chairman of the Re- 
search Advisory Board of the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment predicted the national in- 
come might even be larger—“prob- 
ably in excess of 550 billion dol- 
lars.” 

The national income at present 
is estimated to be 225 billion dol- 
lars and the population is about 
150,000,000. 

72,000,000 Workers. 

Prof, Slichter forescw a labor 
force of 72,000,000. His estimate 
of 416 billion dollars national in- 
come w-s based on an assumption 
of an annual output of nearly 
$5744 per worker, compared with 
$4064 in 1948. He did not con- 
sider this a sufficient ‘rate of 
growth, adding: “It is less than 
the country céuld reasonably ex- 
pect to attain and it is also too 
low for our needs.” 

Answering his own question~ 
“What will living be like in the 
United States in another genera- 
tion?” he said: 

“People will have far more lei- 
sure and they will consume at 
least 50 per cent more per capita 
than now, and probably from 75 
to 100 per cent more. One is fair- 
ly safe in predicting that in an- 
other gentration 70 million more 


cars will be on the roads.

BRITAIN BATTERED 
BY STORM, SHIPS 
UNABLE TO DOCK 


LONDON, Oct. 26 (AP)—The 
heaviest October gale in 25 years 
battered Britain today. 

The winds drove small ships 
aground, smashed fishing craft 
and swept two fishermen to their 
deaths. An English channel 
steamer with 200 aboard was un- 
able to go on to Dover or re- 
turn to Dunkerque. The storm 
prevented its docking. 

Seaside resorts on England’s 
channel coast estimated their 
property damage at £200,000 
($560,000). 

Airplanes were grounded, trains 
were delayed and torrential rains 
flooded highways. On the south- 
east coast the 23,000-ton aircraft 
carrier Illustrious stood by to aid 
a disabled coaster. Ten seamen 
were rescued by lifeboat and 
rocket line from the wrecked ship, 
the Mayflower, off Holyhead. 

Two inches of rain fell in 18 
hours in Belfast, Northern Ire- 
land. In Peebles, Scotland, 20 
persons were evacuated from 
flooded homes.

NEW YORK CITY

There are exceptions, of course; 
one was stated yesterday, and an- 


other arises from a psychological © 


objective. For example, . nobody 
has melded; the minimum for each 
side is 50; in your first turn you 
draw from the stock and find 
yourself with this hand: 


You could make the initial meld 
with your 2-K-K (30 points) -and 
four sixes (20 points); but this 
does not occur to you as even 
worth consideration. You won't 
give up seven of your 11 cards to 
make a 50-point meld. 

So you discard one of your sixes 
instead of the black three. Unless 
you draw fortuitously from the 
pack, you aren’t going to meld 
now anyway; certainly not from 
your present holding. This means 
there is no reason to have four 
sixes rather than three of them. 
And your discard of the six, re- 
member, will often convince your 
right-hand opponent that a six is 
a good card for him to discard. 
That will give you the pack, and 
then it will be worth while to 
meld, for the cards you use meld- 
ing wil] be restored to your hand 
in the shape of new cards you 
get from the pack. 


Question: The first player goes 
out on his initial turn. Another 
player, who has not yet had a 
turn, holds a red three. Is his 
side penalized 500 points? 

Answer: No. In theory a player 
is entitled to face a red three as 
soon as it is dealt to him. How- 
ever, to avoid dispute over who 
shall get the top card of the stock 
pile, and to avoid having more 
than one player reaching for that 
card at the same time, it is cus- 
tomary to make the exchange at 
the player’s first turn. In the case 
described, the player faces his 
three and replaces it from the 
stock: then counts his hand as 
usual,

Margaret Truman Taking the Long 


Music Is Her Chosen Vocation and She Intends to 
Pursue It to Limit Knows Road Ahead Is Hard but 


Thinks She Has Chance

RALEIGH, N.C., Oct. 26. 

N the midst of her first ex- 

tended tour as a concert artist, 

Margaret Truman has decided 
that this is the life for her. 

Music is her chosen vocation 
and she intends to pursue it to 
the limit of her capacity regard- 
less of changing circumstances, 
whether political or romantic. 

Miss Truman’s attitude is an 
answer to the belief, shared by 
many, that her’career is an affair 
of the moment.and will be closed 
out promptly when she is no 
longer a member of the White 
House family or when she meets 
“the right man.” 

“I have been interested in music 
since I was a child,” she said to 
me in her suite at the Sir Walter 
Hotel in Raleigh. “I studied the 
piano for 10 years and I have 
been studying voice ever since I 
was 16. I had decided to make a 
profession of singing well before 
my father was nationally prom- 
inent.” 

Being a sensible girl, however, 
she knows that the present un- 
filled and unfillable demand for 
her services, the handsome fees 
she is paid, the large audiences, 
the unusual number of listeners 
who come back stage to greet her 
and the assiduous attentions of 
the press, cannot be accounted for 
strictly on musical grounds, 
Against the day when she will be 
on her own with only her talent 
to recommend her, she is dili- 
gently cultivating that talent by 
sustained application to a regime 
of work and study. 

Since her eyes are focussed on 
the long view, it is obvious she 
thinks’ she has a chance. Her 
manager, James Davidson, also 
thinks so, even though he realizes 
better than most how much tal- 
ent, how much fortitude and how 
much luck a young artist must 
have in order to survive the tough 
competition of “the market.” 

So Margaret is sticking to the 
job, and close. Wherever she is she 
could easily fill her days with a 
variety of interesting diversions; 
and she could do the same were 
she Maggie Jones instead of the 
President’s daughter, for she is an 
attractive girl in anybody’s book. 
Her rule, however, is to accept no 
social engagements. 

Her stay of three days in Ra- 
leigh was typical. She spent three 
hours vocalizing, going over her 
program and working out inter- 
pretive problems. She is adding to 
her recital repertory and has me- 


morized two operatic roles, that of ° 


Gilda in “Rigoletto” and the name 
part of “Lucia Di Lammermoor.” 
(She prefers Lucia for a singer’s 
regson. Lucia has more to sing 
and more to do. “After all,” she 
says, “Rigoletto is a baritone’s 
opera.”) 

Nevertheless, an evaluation of 
her capacity as singer and artist 
must be made on the basis of her 
present performance on the plat- 
form. 

The audience of 2200 that heard 
her at the Memorial Auditorium 


' in Raleigh on Monday night was 


obviously pleased. Many went back 
stage for a closer view and hand- 
shake and—in some cases—an 
autograph. But the larger part of 
the audience came and went as 
they would have at any musical 
event and from their general be- 
havior and conversation one could 
infer that they were satisfied cus- 
tomers. 

The reviewer for the Raleigh 
News and Observer wrote: “Her 
voice did not carry large volume 
but rather a soft sweet tone.” 
This unpretentious summing up 
says a lot. Her voice is soft and 
agreeable in texture. As for vol- 
ume, it is big’ enough for the re- 
pertory of a lyric soprano and 
projects well except in the lowest 
part of the range. At the moment, 
however, her scale is uneven. A 
freely produced tone that sounds 
well forward (“behind the mask” 
as the singing teachers say) is 
often followed by one that sounds 
covered. It is apparent that she 
needs greater control in order to 
command her voice as one com- 
mands an instrument. In her favor 
is a good ear—her intonation is 
precise; she hit every note on the 
button Monday night—and clear 
diction. 

What counts chiefly against her

delivery. She sings with good taste 
and her program indicates that 
she is attracted to music of a 
superior quality. Restraint is Ccer- 
tainly admirable in an artist; but 
to have meaning and effect it 
must make the audience feel that 
something forceful is indeed being 
restrained—in Miss Truman’s case 
it doesn’t appear that she has yet 
reached the point where she must 
curb an unruly tendency to make 
too much of a song. In general 
she did not use enough incisive 
modeling, enough variety of inflec- 
tion, enolgh emphasis in critical 
Phrases to show that the music 
had a strong meaning for her. 
* * 
S limited mood came off well. In 
the German Lied—Schumann, 
Schubert ‘and Richard Strauss— 
some early Italian songs and a 
Mozart aria, she realized only part 
of their possibilities. 

One might say that her school- 
ing has just begun at 25. This 
seemingly is the exact case. Up to 
a year ago, though music was a 
major interest her training was 
not uninterrupted or intensive. 
Now she is down to cases. She is 
working with Coenrad Bos, the 
noted coach. 

Many of Monday night’s audi- 
ence remarked Miss Truman’s as- 
surance and gracious stage pres- 
ence. She makes an effective 
appearance on the platform but is 
much more effective close-up, It’s 
putting it negatively to say that 
her photographs don’t do her jus- 
tice. They do her a rank injustice 
by making her nose look out of 
drawing. Actually her large hazel 
eyes are her dominating feature 
and determine the impression of 
vitality that she makes on every- 
one. She stands about 5 feet 6, is 
well proportioned, has enough 
weight for a singer and not too 
much for a model. The coloring 
of her hair and complexion put 
her in the general category known 
as ash blonde. 

Her appearance is reinforced by 
an easy and sincere affability. 
She converses freely, has a ready 
smile which she doesn’t overwork, 
and listens while others are talk- 
ing as if she really hears what 
they’re saying. 

She says she doesn’t bother her- 
self with clothes on tour, and 
packs only two dresses and sev- 
eral suits in addition to her stage 
costumes, The dress she was wear- 
ing when I saw her was a black 
number that to inexpert eyes had

gance, 

Miss Truman likes the life of a 
trouper—(“though I hate to get 
up early”) — and knows already 
that things rarely go smoothly in 
show business or the particular 
variant of that business she has 
adopted. As she was walking ,to- 
ward the piano on a cheese cloth 
runway laid on the stage of one 
auditorium where she sang, the 
cloth started slipping. For one 
horrid instant she thought her 
feet were going to fly from under 
her. 

“I could see myself flopping,” 
she said, “even before I started 
singing. I wondered what I would 
do; what I would say. How does 
one address’an audience from a 
suddenly assumed reclining posi- 
tion?” 

Fortunately she recovered her 
balance but was a little shaken. 
At another recital a door into the 
auditorium, which had already 
been fixed once, flew open with a 
bang like a cannon shot. She just 
kept on singing. But from these 
minor mishaps she has learned 
that total concentration is-an ab- 
solute necessity for a public per- 
former. 

As fortification against upsets 
she cultivates both a visual and 
an ear Memory. 

“Fortunately,” she said, “I have 
always been a good sight reader. 
I used to fool my teacher—in the 
early days—into thinking I had 
memorized a piece when I was 
actually reading it off for the 
first time. And I have found, 
when practicing, that my mind 
retains a photographic image of 
the score. But I don’t depend on 
that when I’m on the stage.” 


She never has had stage fright. 
“I’m not frightened before a con- 
cert. But I’m anxious. Experi- 
enced singers tell me that’s the 
best way to be. 
little excited to give a good per- 
formance.” 

Miss Truman’s tour, which 
brings her to St. Louis Thursday 
to prepare for appearances this 
coming Saturday and Sunday with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
has been in southern cities so far 
but will extend into the north and 
will include engagements in De- 
troit, Buffalo and Washington 
with orchestra. On Dec, 20 she 
sings with Robert Shaw’s chorale 
in a Christmas radio concert 
broadcast from Carnegie Hall. 
Then in the early spring she will

IGH tension is a prevailing

Symphony Orchestra and the Westminster Choir under the direc- 

tion of Bruno Walter; soloists: Irma Gonzales, soprano; Elena 
Nikolaidi, contralto; Raoul Jobin, tenor, and Mack Harrell, baritone.

This newest recorded performance of Beethoven’s Choral Sym- 
Phony setisfies all requirements as to breadth and , rounded 
phrasing. All three of the instrumental movements are notably 
relaxed. The orchestra plays with a consistently superior tone quality 
and achieves through a steady impulsion and careful inflection, an 
effect of dignified eloquence. Mr. Walter, however, does not generate 
much tension in the two fast movements, The third movement, on 
the other hand, is completely satisfactory and leads one easily and 
willingly into a mood of deep poetic serenity. 

The singing of the Westminster Chorus is excellent. It is a well- 
schooled organization but only a band of angels could cope with the 
high tessitura of the soprano parts without yelling. Mack Harrell 
uses his powerful, resonance voice with affecting dramatic emphasis.

RIPHIBIOUS is a curious and 

illegitimate -coinage that 

sprang up during World War 
II. It is an adjective used in the 
meaning of “capable of operating 
on land, on water, and in the air,” 
as, a triphibious ‘attack, triphibi- 
ous warfare. 

Triphibious was coined in imi- 
tation of amphibious, apparently 
under the erroneous assumption 
that amphibious is formed from 
am- plus -phibious. But amphibi- 
ous is from amphi., “both kinds,” 
plus bios, “life.” Triphibian and 
triphibious are listed in Funk and 
Ww New College Standard 
(1947), and Webster’s New Colle- 
giate (1949), and the derivation is 
given as tri, “three,” plus 
amphibian, tri, plus amphibious. 
Taken literally, then, the words 
mean “three both kinds (of) life,” 
which is worse than nonsense. 

But, apparently, the words are 
here to stay. They do serve a use- 
ful purpose, despite the addled 
etymology. Triphibian is: try-FIB- 
ee-un; triphibious is: try-FIB-ee- 
us.
